PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL. 


AMENDMENT 


NO. 43 


BE IT RESOLVED; by the House 


of. Representatives of the State 
of Arkansas and by the Senate, a 
'majority of all members elected 
to each House agreeing thereto: 
1 That the following is hereby pro- 
posed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas. 
and upon being submitted to the 
electors of the State for approval 
or rejection at the next general

NO. 43 


BE IT RESOLVED; by the House

NO. 43 


BE IT RESOLVED; by the House 


of. Representatives of the State 
of Arkansas and by the Senate, a

AMENDMENT 


NO. 43 


BE IT RESOLVED; by the House 


of. Representatives of the State 
of Arkansas and by the Senate, a 
'majority of all members elected 
to each House agreeing thereto:

AMENDMENT 


NO. 43 


BE IT RESOLVED; by the House 


of. Representatives of the State 
of Arkansas and by the Senate, a 
'majority of all members elected 
to each House agreeing thereto:

AMENDMENT 


NO. 43 


BE IT RESOLVED; by the House 


of. Representatives of the State 
of Arkansas and by the Senate, a 
'majority of all members elected 
to each House agreeing thereto:
